The mosquitoes, Mr. L. G. Waters, 
of Dove Avenue, told The Star, are in 

“plague” proportions. 


_Worst summer 


“They have never been quite as bad as 
they have this summer — with the Board of 
Works swamp down there we usually have a 
few — but never quite this bad,” he said. 

“Everything seems to be a plague this year 
— like the snakes everyone is talking about. 

“T think it was the late rain we had in 
November that kept everything moist and 
green... .” 

Mr. Waters -said the insects had been so 
much of a problem that they hadn’t been able 
to let their six-year-old spastic son out to play 
during the day. 

“He has been bitten very ‘badly, even af 
mid-day, and it is a bit of a worry.’ 

‘ Mr. and Mrs. A, B. Knight, who live next 

- door to the Waters family, had to take their 
four-year-old daughter, Kylie, to the doctor for 
treatment after a bite. 

The child had scratched the big lumps the | 
insects left on her, and-the bites became in-* 
fected. 

Mrs. Knight said yesterday the plague had 
“not lessened over the past few days, and at 
lunchtime when she left her house she was 
“eaten alive”. 

The insects are larger than normal, and re- 
pellent preparations and sprays are not. 
effective against them. 

However, Mr. A. E. Slee, who lives in 
Lark Streét, said that she had noticéd fewer 
mosquitoes around over the past: two weeks. 

“Before that, though, they would eat me 
alive . . they are pretty big, apd they like 
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a good feed,” she said. 

“They leave huge itchy lumps on me, al- 
though my children, Joanne and Greg, aren’t 
greatly worried by them. 

“If I'm out in the garden at about 4.36 in 
the afternoon I have to go inside pretty 
quickly." 

“Aerogard and that sort of thing seems to 
be no protection against these fellows; they're 
pretty big.” 

- Mrs. Slee said there were far more mos- 
quitoes around this year than ever before. 

“] don’t know ‘if it’s the swamp or not — 
1 haven't been down there fot quite some 
time... -
